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left heir in the fortieth year of her age j ) thereby perhaps 
deceived , becaufe there was never either ftonc or gravel 
voided by her. But her laft DoSor (from whom I have this 
relation, ) adjudged it to proceed ab affetlu Nephritico ^ qui- 
demgraviffimot. This perfon, when dead of thele diltempers, 
was opejaed by this her laft Phyfitian, and among many other 
covamon Phanomenaho. found the left J^?rt?ni?;' filled with large 
(tones, but the right wholly petrified, covered wit'htheor* 
dinaryskin without any flefli ; the half of which ( the other 
being broken by injurious difTediion) reprefenting ftill the 
-Kidney, i have leen, which was both mafly and ponderous, 
fo concreted by the clofer coalition of minute fand, which 
might be rubbed off by your finger. 

The other was a Lad about nineteen years old, who from 
his Cradle was difpofed to a Confumption , accompanied 
with continual Coughing , great emaciation and continual 
heafj fo that he was reduced to a Sceleton, and labouring 
under this diftemper died* Being opened, a great quantity 
ofwatry matter run out at the abdomen ^ of a chylous coa* 
fiftence; moft, yea almoftall the glauduls of the Mefentery, 
through which pafs the vena laHea, were extraordinary great 
and hardned beyond the hardnefs of a Scirrhuj.Thc Breaft be- 
ing opened, the Lungs were found grown to it round about, 
almoft infeparable, full ofpurulentulcers,but more efpecially 
the left fide, obftru<3:ed and filled with much gravel and fmati 
ftones* yea,wholc pieces of the Lungs, efpecially the extre« 
mities,about the thicknefs of a finger and more,were hardned 
into a ftony matter.

Firfl then the Author obferveth, that the winter of £^^/)/ is 
lo mild, as to be like to the March- air o( Rome^ and that the 
ufual time of J{ainis in the months of December, January and 
february, and that principally about the Sea-coaft : Of 7m- 
/-?/?/, from Eafler to Whitfontide, when the Wind is for the 
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caoft part Eafterly ; Of the mod agreeable weather, in No- 
jvem&er and December^ when the Countrey is dry *d again from 
the N?/« waters, and all things in a verduTe,the winds gentle 
and the Sun tolerable : Of the violent heats, m/^pril^ Ma,fy 
Jme^ and further till the inundation of the 2V/7e cooleth the 
Air,- which begins in ^w/jf- and ends in September or OUober'j 
and proveth the great and general manure of that Country, 
when it arifeth above fixteen^r4C«'/j or Italian Ells ; beneath 
which when it ftops, the Inhabitants are not obliged to pay 
any tribute to the G. Signior^ The caufc of this Inundation 

as 'tis principally the plenty ofrain falling in y^47^«'^. fo this 
Author taketh in the Northerly winds beginning in Jane^ and 
lafting till OUober, andhindering the waters of the iV?/« from 
dilcharging themfelves into the Mediteranean* Thefe waters 
being generally efteem'd very good , are clear'd from their 
turbid nefs by bitter Almonds beaten and thrown in» 

When he fpeaketh of the Animals oiEfypt^e. taketli parti- 
cular notice of the great variety and abundance of Birdsihcrc. 

When he fpecifieth the vaft number oi Vegetables^ he giveth 
an account of the various ufes of the DaUiltreey and particu- 
larly, that the ftones of Dates are given to Camels in long voy^ 
ages i as alfo, that Horfes as long as they feed upon Trefoil^ 
have no drink given them* 

Treating of the Fo^// of EgypP, he obferveth, that their 
tetter is moft abounding in the Defett of St. Macare 5 and that 
about T^e^e there is digged up ftore of Marble, Porphyre, 
Alablafter, Granates, &c» 

Secondly, as to the Oeconomy o£ the Egyptians, he rclaceth at 
large their pradife of Agriculture, and noteth, that they do 
noscut, but pull up their Corn, and that their Corn-harveft is 
from the middle o^ April to the middle of May 3 yea that fome- 
timescven before the middle of^^n'/ new bread is eaten in 
ffiiro.In Villages, for want of Ovens, they bake their Bread 
under the hot Adies^ and, in making their bread, feme put 
iV/V^rinto the dough, toraife and coloar it.* which muft ba 
eaten new, or elfc 'tis not {>ood.

Cherry, tree. The figwe of the husks is round , fave where 
jccleav'd to the branch, for bignefj^ fom wh;.t mo e than 
half a grey pea, Thefe, Ifay, cleave to their branches, as 
patellce^do to Rocks: 'Por colour ^ they are of a very dark Chef- 
nur.extreamly fmoGth,and fliiningmembran'hke. They adhere 
moft commonly to the under-fide of a branch or twig, and fo 
are beft fecar'd againft the injuries of the weather, as too much 
Sun and Rain. They are well faftaed to the branches fingie^ and 
fometimes many in company. They are feldom found withoiK 
vermin,as Pifmires.&c. which,I guefs, pierce them and pray up- 
on thefn.Thus muc\v for the entire Coccum. If you open one of 
them,thatis,catoff dextroufly the top of the husk with a rafor, 
you'l find fometimes five or more fmall white magots of the 
Wafp or Bee'kind,that is,ftiarp at both ends. When thefe are 
carefully taken out, you will further obferve'the remainder of 
their provifion of meat, and a partition 'twixt them and the 
branchjwhercjwhat they excerne, is referv'd^Laftlyjif.when you 
have clear'd the Husk of Maggots, Bee-meac, a-nd excrements, 
you then rub the empty membran upon white paper.it will free- 
ly and copioufly tinge the paper with a beautiful purple or mur- 
rey. At the //«if(; of thiSjUone of the Maggots were yet in tiympha^ 
fo that you cannot exped from me a defcription of the Bee or 
Wafp they will turn to,when they come to perfedion, Before the 
feafon be over.thc Curious may fatisfie themfelves forthwith a- 
bDUtit.and verifie and Ita.^xovQxu'Bevf Cherry-treet,\ fuppofe, in 
any place, but will yield them fome of thefe Berries* How-ever, 
if they (hall not be fo fortunate as to light on themjilhall furnifh 
you with themj&c. 
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
